THILS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


(Floyd C. Shoemaker) 
The election held in Missouri o n 
May 1, 
2 and 
3 in 
the year 1820, 
brought into being a body of primary 
.mportance 
in 
the history of 
the 
State— its first constitutional conven­ 
tion. 
The forty-one delegates chos­ 
en at this election were to give 
to 
Missouri her first constitution 
and 
were thus to lay the basis for 
the 
subsequent organic law of the State. 
Missouri’s admission into the U n­ 
ion had been long delayed because of 
the controversy in Congress over the 
extension or non-extension of slav­ 
ery. When finally, the passage of the 
Enabling Act of March 6, 1820, 
au­ 
thorized the forming of a constitu­ 
tion and a Stato government, Miss­ 
o u ria n s 
lost 
no 
time 
in 
setting 
the machinery of statehood in motion. 
The election was held on the 
first 
Monday in May and the two succeed­ 
ing days. 
The 
forty-one 
delegates 
chosen assembled in St. Louis in June, 
1820. 
The personnel of the Convention it­ 
self is worthy of study. 
It included 
the first United States Cabinet officer 
appointed from West 
of the M issis­ 
sippi, three men who were later U nit­ 
ed States Senators, four Representa­ 
tives in the congress, and two dele­ 
gates who later occupied the execu­ 
tive chairs of Missouri and Wiscon­ 
sin. 
One member later held the of­ 
fice of Lieutenant-governor 
of 
the 
State; two that of attorney-general; 
two that of secretary of State, and 
two became State auditor. 
If one were to select the ten dele­ 
gates whose name have most signi­ 
ficance for Missourians of today, they 
would no doubt be the names of Da­ 
vid Barton, president of the conven­ 
tion, and one of Missouri’s first two 
United 
States 
Senators; 
Edward 
Bates, first attorney-general and first 
Missourian to sit 
in the Preisdent s 
cabinet; 
Alexander 
McNair, 
first 
governor of the State; 
John Scott, 
territorial delegates and first repre­ 
sentative in Congres; John Rice Jon­ 
es, one of our first 
three 
Supreme 
Court judges and one of the 
most 
learned men in the Missouri of

day; Henry Dodge soldier of the War 
of 1812, U. S. Senator and territorial 
governor of Wisconsin; Duff Green, 
lawyer, journalist, diplomat and legis­ 
lator; Pierre Chouteau, Jr., son

Alexander Buckner, lawyer and early

It is a fact worthy of note that the 
Convention of 182b was composed of 
men who had been, or were to be for 
years to come, the chief legislators 
of Missouri. 
There were among these 
delegates eight who later sat in both 
houses of the General Assembly, and

('anada has done to encourage a g ri­ 
culture, other than to aid in the se t­ 
ting and development of her vacant

The one great advantage that the 
Canadian farm er has over his A m er­ 
ican neighbor is the purchasing pow­ 
er of his money.

It would be interesting and 
instructive to have the figures
